Tlio following is tho abstract of a case decide!
in the Supremo Court of New Jersey ut tlio term
Ot February, 1866 :

Barnes & Drake vs. Gibbs and others. The fIain-tiff- s
sued the defendants in tho Supreme Court of

the State of New York lor cortain moneys which it
was aileped they lmd colleoted. Judgment was en-
tered in that suit in favor ot the plaintiffs on tiie
24:n January, 1806. Alter the suit was couiinonced
in New York, andtiofore Judirmont rendorod therein,
viz., ou tho 20tU of Octouor, 1804, the plaintiffs
brought suit against the dntendanta for the same
cause of action in the Ciicuit Court of tho oountv of
Essex. The defendants In this 1 utter action pleaded
the judgment in New York, and to this plea tne
plaiutifls demurred. Hold bv the court that tho plea
should be Biiiainod. And also that the application
Biade to tbo Circuit toi leave to amend the writ and
p'eadings so as to chan.'o tho action from assumpsit
to debt, and to permit the judgment obtmnod in
New 1 ork to become the loundution of. tho suit,
should bo denioa.
